DEATH OF TWO 


Ted Maher and Mrs. 
J. Dumphy Drink 
Slow Poison Today 


Theodore Maher, 25, a cab driver, 
and Mrs. Joseph Dumphy are in a 
serious condition in Bellevue hos- 
pital as a result of drin’-ing bichlor- 
ide of mercury in their room on 
East Second street and Mulberry 
avenue about 1:30 a. m. today. 

According to Dr. G. A. Sywassink, 
~yhether or not they live depends 
entirely on the amount of poison 
their systems have absorbed. Bi- 
chloride of mercury is a slow poi- 
von, he says, and may cause death 
a week or 10 days after taking. 
While the woman became ill and 
vomited soon after drinking the poi- 
son. Maher did not and probably is 
in greater danger. 

About 9 p. m. Maher left a note 
at a filling station on Second street 
asking the attendant, Fred Bunn, to 
call-him-at 6:30 a. m. today. Ap- 
parently he was unfamiliar with 
the poison and believed he and the 
woman would be dead by the time 
Bunn called. 

About 1:30 a. m. today Mrs. 
Alona Moore, who lives on the same 
floor as Maher, was awakened by 
Mrs. Dumphy, who tolc her 
Maher had taken poison and asked 
her to call « doctor. Mrs. Moore 
called a doctor and police also ar- 
rived.on the scene. Maher was 
conscious and kept calling for 
“Curly” Hawkins, his employer. A 
note addressed to Maher’s parer<s 
end one to Hawkins were found i. 
the room. The notes did not ex- 
plain the reason for the suicide at- 
tempt, police say. 

When asked why they had tried 
to kill themselves, the pair told po- 
lice they “just had the blues.” 

Two bottles, one of which had 
contained the bichloride and the 
other alcohol, were. found on a 
dresser in the room.

This testimony 
was substantiated by Miss Neipert, 
who lives with Mrs. Bishop. 

Crushed Under Car 


Clement Curtis, who was riding 
in the car Mrs. Bishop passed just 
before the accident, testified both 
cars were going toward Muscatine 
and that Mrs. Bishop has just 
passed their car when the fr.nt 
wheel of her car hit a rough spot 
in the middle of the road an= the 
car swung around and turned on its 
right side.

The election precipitated a new 
crisis ,with Premier Aznar and his 
cabinet meeting to consider the 
situation in the face of growing de- 
mands ‘on the part of the republic- 
ans for the king’s abdication.

Farmers Are Right, 
Milo Reno Feels 


DES MOINES— (INS) — Milo 
Reno, former president of the Iowa 
farmer’s union, today was inclined 
to feel that farmers in Cedar coun- 
ty were considerably in the right 
in their opposition to the existing 
state law requiring the testing of 
cattle for tuberculosis.

“In the majority of cases, a COW 
that is literally rotten with tuber- 
culosis will not show a reaction to 
the test now given. In virtually a 
like number of cases, a cow that 
is harmless, either through milk or 
meat, will show a positive reaction. 

Tests Held Inaccurate 

“This is dve to the fact that a 
tubercular cow builds up a resist- 
ance to the disease and is so full of 
it that the two cubic centimeters of 
tuberculin injected will not react.”

Merchants Change Minds \ 

However, now that the battle has 
gone this far and it has been dem- 
onstrated that the farmers are 
fighting for a principle and not 
for the mere love of trouble, a 
number of the merchants have 
swung to the side of the protestors, 
it is reported. The closely-knit 
organization of the farmer’s may 
also have something to do with 
the change. 

Gompact as the farmers’ organi- 
gation is, plans are alreddy under 
way to make the groups capable of 
working together to an even great- 
er degree. During the first part of 
last week a meeting was held in 
Des.

MENOMINEE, Mich.,—» (INS) —

HEALTH BOARD 


Davenport Man Says 
Examining Group 
Incompetent 


(Special to the Free Press) 

DAVENPORT — The Iowa board 
of health faces a perplexing prob- 
lem in the case of W. A. Benadon, 
whom the board is seeking to re- 
strain by injunction from practic- 
ing medicine and surgery without 
a license. 

Benadon. who operates a clinic 
here and has been practicing medi- 
cine and surgery in the same 
locality for twenty years, contends 
the state board of medical exam- 
iners is not competent to pass on 
whether or not he _ should be 
granted a license. 

Benadon practices medicine ac- 
cording to the physio-medical sys- 
tem or school and possesses a dip- 
loma from the College of Medicine 
and Surgery of Chicago. The col- 
lege recognizes the power of vital 
force. on the construction side, and 
tolerates only the use of non- 
poisonous vegetable agents whos*, 
actions harmonize with nature. 

Is Not Representative 

Benadom contends the board of 
medical examiners is supposed to 
be representative of all the schools 
of practice, but does not include a 
member of his school. For this 
reason, he states, it is not com- 
petent to pass judgment on him. 

Following is the argument pre- 
sented by Benadon’s attorneys in 
support of his claim: 

Statenent of Case , 

Piaintiff proceeds under Section 
2519 of the Code of Iowa, 1927 to 
restrain, by injunction, the de- 
fendant, W. A. Benadom from en- 
gaging in the practice of medicine 
and surgery without a license; that 
Section 2439 of the Code of Iowa, 
1927, provides that no person shall 
engage in the practice of medicine 
and surgery in the State of Iowa, 
without first obtaining from the 
State Board of Health a license for 
that purpose. 

Defendant files a general denial 
to the petition except matters ad- 
mitted in the answer and sets out 
as an affirmative defense the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

1. That he is practicing medicine 
according to the Physio-Medical 
System or School or Practice, hav- 
ing passed a satisfactory examin- 
ation and after four years prelim- 
inary medical education received 
a diploma from the College of 
Medicine and Surgery of Chicago, 
Tllinois, in 1910, and has followed 
such system taught to him for a 
period of twenty (20) years in the 
seme locality. This school being a 
recognized school of medicine in 
good standing. 

2. That no particular system of 
medicine is established or favored 
by the laws and no system pro- 
hibited, although various and sep- 
arate boards of examiners have 
been created by the State of Iowa 
to pass upon the qualifications of 
tneir particular system of teach- 
ixg, such as Regular or Allopathic 
School, Osteopeativ and Surgery, 
Chiropractic ¢ omeopathy, but 
néver made ar, rovisions for the 
Physio-Medical System. 

3. That this proceeding denies 
defendant the equal protection of 


amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States, and the 6th 
Section, Article 1, of the Consti- 
tution of the State of Iowa, the 
same being class legislation applied 
only to professions named not to 
other professions, or businesses re- 
straining only a Plactice of profes- 
sions named, and etc. 

4. Other grounds are named and 
the Court’s attention is directed 
to the same as they appear in the 
Answer. 

Brief and Argument 

The only question that the State 
has raised as we see it, is to the 
effect that defendant has no li- 
cense to practice medicine in the 
State of Iowa. No allegation is 
made that defendant is not learn- 
ed and proficient in his chosen pro- 
fession, or not skilled and possess-~ 
ed of the required knowledge ac- 
cording to his system of healing 
or treating the sick. | 

The system taught to defendant | 
is explained in the College Bulle-! 
tin which is a part of the recora 
in this case, states it in the fol- 
lowing languages: 

“This college recognizes, in its 
teaching. the wonderful power of 
vital force, on the _ construction 
side, and tolerates only the use of 
non-poiscnous vegetable agents 
whose actions harmonize with na- 
ture. This is what we teach, Phy- 
sio-medicalism, it is called by 
some, by others senative medicine. 
“all it what you may it is a science 
founded upon unerring and un- 
changeable natural laws; the only 
basis of true science.” 

That the State of Iowa has 
recognized its teaching, the Court’s 
attention is called to defendant’s 
cvidence as introduced showing 
that on January 24th, 1911, a phy- 
sician’s certificate was granted to 
vne Nicholas John Hamilton by 
the Iowa State Board of Medical 
Examiners. a copy of such certifi- 
cate is set ous in full:

“What is wrong with us voicing 
our attitude?” he demanded. “Do 
you want to turn yellow and run 
away from the resolution? The 
yellow may show through your

RRecalls Capital invasion 

Gallagher then reminded the 
house of the invasion of more than 
1,000 farmers at the state house 
some time ago who sough: passage 
of the Davis bill when one man 
stood at the speaker’s desk and 
said that the kindling was all 
ready, threatening the house of 
representatives with the largest 
conflagration Iowa had ever seen. 
“And no one took steps to throw 
that man out of the house cham- 
ber,” Gallagher charged.

WHY 191 FILMS 
DID NOT PASS 


Deriding Religion Is 
Among Causes for 
Rejection 


By CHARLES A. SMITH 

LONDON—Of 2,275 films sub- 
mitted to the British Board of Film 
Censors during 1930, twelve were 
totally rejected and sixteen others 
were referred back to drastic al- 
teration. In all, the Board took ex- 
ception last year to 191 films for 
various reasons. 

The following reasons are given 
for the Board’s refusal to pass the 
191 doubtful movies: 

Travesty of religious rites, blas- 
phemous incidents, and themes por- 
traying the hereafter. 

References to royal personages. 
including the Prince of Wales and 
other living royalties. 

The showing of British officers 
in a disgraceful light. 

Scenes of orgy and disgraccful 
debauchery. Criminal assaults on 
girls and scenes connected with 
houses of ill-repute. 

Illegal operations, references to 
birth control and scenes of habitu- 
al immorality. 

Methods of crime open to imita- 
tion. 

Cruelty to animals. 

Vulgar noises, harrowing screams 
and the groans of wounded men in 
war films. 

The board express regret in the 
report that there has been an in- 
clination to produce films which 
include extremely brutal incidents, 
and make the following comment 
on the talkies: 

“The addition of sound is so in- 
clined to accentuate the signifi- 
cance of incidents that certain 
films which migh* have been pass- 
ed for exhibition in silent form re- 
quire modification before a talking 
picture version can receive a certi- 
ficate.”

Woman Doctor 
Advises Health 


' Before Figure 


Dr. Annie E. Reynolds, who is in 
Muscatine in the interests of the 
Woman's, Benefit association con- 
ducted a free clinic at the Hotel 
Muscatine today for members of 
the organization and the juveniles. 
The following article cites Dr. Rey- 
olds’ sentiment about the “boyish 
figure:” - 

“Too much striving for that 
“boyish figure” is to be deplored 
asserts Dr. Annie E. Reynolds, as- 
sistant supreme medical examiner, 
of the Woman’s Benefit association. 

Dr. Reynolds points out that 
many women have lost. vivacity. 
vigor and mental poise in their vein 
efforts to reduce plump and heal- 
thy figures to the “perfect 34” now 
so much sought after. 

In her work Dr. Reynolds is in a 
position to speak with authority on 
the health of women. for she re- 
ceives reports on hundreds of 
medical examinations daily while 
in her office are assembled mortal- 
ity and disease statistics from the 
quarter million members of the 
W. B.A. 

‘Undoubtedly the fad of the 
boyish figure has had its value,’ 
she says. ‘Too many women needed 
a physical awakening. They were 
deep in sloth of fat and over in- 
dulgence, too much rich food, too 
little work. Mortality tables show 
that every pound of fat above the 
normal means a reduced life ex- 
pectation. 

But we must also guard against 
over enthusiasm for slimness. We 
must choose between litheness and 
liveliness bétween good temper 
and temperate weight.

The Correct Play 

South should not have monkeyed

@ small Heart to trick 2 and per- 
mitted either adversary to win the 
trick by playing small from dum- 
my. Then the third lead of Spades 
could be won and four Hearts run. 
That would give Declarer six tricks 
and cause the adversaries some 
troublesome discarding. The Ace 
of Diamonds and two Club tricks 
would make game, and the play 
must succeed if East holds the Ace 
of Clubs; with that card in West’s 
hand, game cannot be made if West 
held five Spades orginally.

WARNE MUST DO 
BETTER TO WIN 
DRAKE FEATURE 


Wildcat "Star- Faces 
Real Competition 
* In Pole Vault 


DES MOINES, Ia.—(INS)—The 
attempt of Tom Warne, sensational 
Northwestern university pole vault- 
er to repulse the challenges of 
nearly two dozen other star cloud 
grazers in the Drake relays here 
April 24 and 26 is expected to be 
one of the features ‘of the 1931 
track season. 

A year ago Warne carved his 
mame in the hall of fame at the 
Drake games by clearing the bar at 
13 feet, 11 inches to establish a 
mew Drake relay record. 

Things change in the course of a 
year and the situation among the 
pole vaulters is somewhat different 
than it was a year ago. Warne was 
the ranking favorite in 1930 and 
he satisfied his followers by soaring 
to a new meet record and coming 
dangerously close to the world’s 
record. 

Must Show Improvement 

This year Warne will have to 
show a vast improvement over his 
early season form if he succeeds in 
winning the pole vault again. Alex 
McDermott, the great Illinois 
vaulter has beaten Warne decisive- 
ly in two different meets and Ili- 
nois fans are confident he will beat 


him again. 

Warne been somewhat 
handicapped year. While try- 
ing out for the American team 
which competed against Great 
Britain in Chicago last summer, 
Warne injured an ankle. It was 
diagnosed as a sprain at first but 
when it failed to heal a closer ex- 
amination revealed that a part of 
the bone in his heel had been 
chipped. 

The Northwestern ace, who is 
captain of the Wildcats this year, 
has been improving gradually. His 
best height to date is 13 feet, 4 
inches as compared with his best 
mark of 13 feet, 11 inches last 
year. 

McDermott at Peak 

McDermott, the Illinois ace, is at 
the peak of his career this spring. 
After landing a place in the clas- 
sic Millrose games in New York 
during the winter, he came home to 
clear 13 feet, 8% inches and set a 
new record for the Illinois indoor 
meet. 

He followed that performance by 
jumping 13 feet, 9% inches at the 
Big Ten indoor meet to shatter not 
only the meet record but the 
world’s indoor record from a dirt 
runway. Both of the records 
broken by McDermott this spring

and Warne 


Ralph Johnston, Notre Dame’ 
best vaulter, cleared 13. feet, 4% 
inches to win the Central Inter- 
collegiate indoor meet. He is said 
to be good for nearly 14 feet out- 
doors. 

The 13 foot vaulter, once 2 *en- 
sation in athletics, is commcenplace 
today. It is likely that contestants 
will have to do 13 feet or better to 
even qualify for the finals in the 
Drake relays. 

Many Expert Vaulters 

A few of the pole vauling ex- 
perts who consistently do 13 feet 
or better are Lansrud and Collins 
of Drake, Olsen of Michigan State, 
Beecher of Indiana, Lovshin of 
‘Wisconsin, Eaves of Missouri, Jor- 
dan of Kansas State, Lexington of 
Illinois, Pottle of Michigan, Coff- 
man of Kansas, Dean of Nebraska, 
and Slattery and Fishleigh of Notre 
Dame. 

Every one of these men has 
Placed in some major meet and 
, each of them is capable of filing a 

Strong bid for the championship in 
the Drake games. Indications 
point to the pole vault as one of 
the big features of the Drake re- 
lays. ‘ .

is baseball generation has become all but a memory, 
but the wild kid is in there yet—and last year he was the 
best shortstop in the National League in point of detensive 
average. 

When the major league baseball season opens April 14, 
Walter é: Maranville, “‘the Rabbit,” the Fanny Ward, 
Peck’s Bad Boy and Peter Pan of the diamond, will 
scamper out to short to begin his 20th season,as a big 
leaguer. 

He has been a clown of the diamond, and his escapades 
after the day of baseball chores was done have left page 
after page of glowing individual baseball history, but he 
remains today fittest of the survivors of a rare old period 
in the game. . 

The year he broke in, the Giants and Red Sox struggled 
for the world championship. How many of the men who 
layed in that series have gone from the diamond forever? 
Well, there were Devore, Doyle, Snodgrass, Murray, 
Merkle, Herzog, Meyers, Fletcher, Marquard, . Mathew- 
son, Ames-and Tesreau on the Giant team of that year. 
Their opponents in the American League listed the names 
of Hooper, Yerkes, Speaker, Lewis,’ Gardner, Stahl, 
Heinie Wagner, Carrigan, Bedient, Smoky Joe Wood, 
O’Brien, Collins and Hall. 

From those names of men who were playing the game 
when the bold little Rabbit began his fight to “stay up 
there,” isn’t it easy to gain the idea that “Rab” surely 
must be getting along in years? 

Yet to watch him dash to his right or left to scoop up 

a stinging grounder, or to visit him at his home in Roches- 
ter, N. Y., where he spends the winter, you'd never think 
it. To be sure, the Rabbit is a little different from the 
wild young sailor whom a couple of playful companions 
held by the heels out of a sixth story window in a Philadel- 
phia hotel during war days—and he dared them to drop 
ae the old spirit and fire remain, burning unquench- 
ably, 


Y~ most recent memory of the Rabbit brings up a 
snow-covered hillside in Rochester during the ‘past 
winter. There were boyish yells and laughter and 

the barking of a dog. A toboggan whirled through the 
freshly-packed snow, came to a stop finally at the bottom 
of the incline, and two figures crawled off the sled and be- 
gan climbing back up the steep grade. 

One of them was your little old wrinkled friend, the 
Rabbit, but his Jegs carried him up the hill with the speed 
and grace of a boy of 20. At an age and in a wintry 
climate where most men of his doddering years would be 
glad to sit by the fire, here was the irrepressible old boy, 
climbing hills like a schoolkid and ‘‘playing with a sled.” 

as this the answer to the astonishing big league lon- 

gevity of Rabbit Maranville, out there on the hillside with 
a sled and his big police dog, “Pal,”’ just playing around ? 

I asked him if this was his plan for keeping that pair of 
iron legs of his in shape for another baseball season. 

“Sure,” he replied, somberly,, “this, and putting ‘em 
under the table regularly.” ‘ 

was reminded of the time when a baseball writer asked 

the Rabbit to define the reason for his protracted_career as 
a ball player, covering shortstop especially, a job that re- 
quired some speed and stamina. And of the little old 
man’s answer, ‘Because I never got in the way of a fast- 
moving train.” 

But the interview went on: 

“‘How do you feel?” 

“Fine, how's yourself?” 

“Keeping the weight pretty well down?” 

“As well as ever. I never go under.150 or over 155. 
Height 5 feet 5 inches, color white, birthplace Spring- 
field, Mass.” 

“No broken bones?” 

‘Haven't been in a crap game for years.” 

“Wind holding out all right?” 

“Still can holler pretty good.” 

“The old baseball crowd has pretty well thinned out, 
now, hasn’t it—I mean the fellows who were in the. game 
when you broke in?” 

“Yep, there are only two of us léft on the Braves, Hank 
Gowdy and me, that is, of the original team with which | 
broke in.

SAFETY DEVICE 


FOR AUTOISTS 


Designed to Prevent 
Fires When Car 
Tips Over 


BY JACK CEJNAR 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.— (INS)— 
Cremation of motorists in over- 
turned automobiles is prevented by 
the invention of a safety switch 
operated by gravity which auto- 
matically breaks the battery and 
generator circuits of a car when 
the machine. upsets or tip. at a 
greater angle than 40 degrees. 

The novel safety devices was de- 
veloped in Indianapolis by V. E. 
Yaw, president of a manufacturing 
company here. ‘ 

Yaw was appalled by the burn- 
ing to death in California about 
a@ year ago of 19 passengers when 
their bus turned over. He deter- 
mined that sométhing should be 
done to take the fire menace out 
of automobile crashes. 

Safety Switch 

His safety switch, which is at- 
tached as near to the battery as 
possible, has a 2-inch, lead-filled 
ball which swings like a ‘pendulum. 
‘When the ball swings more than 40 
degress to either side, as it would 
in case of an upset, i. automatically 
disconnects the battery and gen- 
erator circuits and causes the en- 
tire electrical system of the- car 
to go dead.
